GIFT  ANNOUNCED   BY  AIR.   EAMES 
IN  FEBRUARY  LETTER  TO  ALUMNI 


The  Archon  is  printing  below  the  full  text  of 
Mr.  Eames'  February  letter  to  the  alumni  in 
which  he  describes  the  establishment  of  a  new 
scholarship  fund  by  Dr.  John  Young  of  the  Class 
of  1931. 


To  All  Governor  Dummer  Men: 

Just  about  the  time  Mrs.  Eames  and  I 
were  moving  into  the  Mansion  House  al- 
most fourteen  years  ago,  I  was  approached 
by  a  boy  with  an  interesting  story.  He  came 
from  Newfoundland  fishing  folk.  He  had 
lost  his  father  years  before  and  his  mother 
had  moved  to  Northampton,  Massachusetts, 
where  the  boy  had  just  graduated  from  high 
school. 

This  boy  had  no  money,  but  he  was  de- 
termined to  get  an  education,  and  knew 
exactly  what  he  wanted  to  do.  He  was  go- 
ing to  Harvard  and  then  to  medical  school. 
Finally,  after  he  had  mastered  his  profession 
through  years  of  study  and  practice,  he 
dreamed  of  returning  to  his  own  people  in 
the  north,  building  a  hospital,  and  minister- 
ing to  their  needs.  Just  now  his  first  prob- 
lem was  to  secure  admission  to  Harvard  (no 
other  college  would  do,  he  told  us),  and  so 
he  wanted  to  spend  a  year  at  Governor 
Dummer  preparing  for  the  entrance  exam- 
inations. 

This  was  an  ambitious  program  for  a  poor 
boy,  who,  so  far  as  I  could  judge,  was  not  an 
exceptionally  brilliant  scholar.  But  I  felt 
instinctively  that  this  boy  was  going  to 
accomplish  whatever  he  set  out  to  do.  He 
had  more  drive  and  maturity  of  purpose 
than  most  American  boys  of  his  age.  All  his 
life  he  had  had  to  make  his  own  way,  and, 
though  he  was  only  eighteen  years  old,  al- 
ready he  looked  and  acted  like  a  man. 

I  didn't  hesitate.  What  good  are  schools 
if  we  can't  help  boys  like  this  one?   I  told

him  to  come  along  and  pay  what  he  could. 
I  have  never  regretted  it.  John  Young 
worked  his  head  off  that  year  and  passed 
his  examinations  for  Harvard.  He  played 
guard  on  the  football  team  that  year  and  he 
caught  on  the  baseball  team.  Buster  Navins 
played  third  base  on  the  same  team.  John 
was  elected  editor-in-chief  of  the  Milestone 
and  vice  president  of  the  senior  class.  On 
Commencement  Day,  he  was  awarded  the 
Morse  Flag. 

It  takes  a  long  time  to  secure  a  good 
medical  education,  and  John  had  a  real 
struggle  supporting  himself  through  college 
and  medical  school  and  then  through  his  in- 
terneship.  Once  in  a  while  one  or  another 
of  his  friends  gave  him  a  lift.  It  was  a  happy 
moment,  and  a  proud  one,  when  John  was 
awarded  one  of  the  famous  Commonwealth 
Scholarships  for  study  at  Tufts  Medical 
School.  These  scholarships  amount  to  #1,000 
each  year  for  four  years.     {Continued  on  Page  8)

Governor  Dummer  again  took  part  Feb- 
ruary 10th  in  the  annual  current  affairs 
contest,  sponsored  by  Time,  the  weekly 
news  magazine — with  prizes  presented  by 
the  publishers. 

Over  250  private  schools  in  35  states  and 
the  District  of  Columbia  shared  this  year 
in  the  intramural  competitions  which  have 
developed  from  successful  experiments  eight 
years  ago  in  a  dozen  top  flight  Eastern 
schools.

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EXCELLENT  SPEAKERS  ADDRESS 
SCHOOL  DURING   WINTER  TERM 


The  school  has  been  fortunate  in  having 
some  excellent  speakers  at  evening  meetings 
during  the  present  term. 

Mr.  Russell  S.  Bartlett,  headmaster  of 
The  Gunnery  School  at  Washington,  Con- 
necticut, spoke  at  meeting  Thursday,  Janu- 
ary 6. 

Mr.  William  G.  Avirett,  Education  Editor 
of  the  Nezv  York  Herald  Tribune,  spoke  to 
the  boys  in  the  history  and  civics  classes  be- 
fore vespers  on  Sunday,  January  9,  on 
several  phases  of  world  affairs.  His  talk  in- 
cluded a  consideration  of  both  the  domestic 
and  the  foreign  problems  which  are  of 
greatest  interest  to  the  American  public  at 
the  present  time.  At  the  conclusion  of  his 
talk,  he  answered  many  questions. 

Lt.  Fessenden  Wilder,  USNR,  discussed 
the  Navy's  V-5  program  Tuesday,  January 
11.  After  the  meeting,  Lieutenant  Wilder 
answered  questions  from  those  boys  in- 
terested in  the  program. 

Mr.  James  R.  Killian,  Executive  Vice 
President  of  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology,  was  the  speaker  Friday,  Janu- 
ary 14.  Mr.  Killian  indicated  some  extreme- 
ly interesting  possibilities  of  the  effects  of 
war-time  scientific  discoveries  and  experi- 
ments on  the  post-war  world. 

On  January  28th,  Mr.  Liu  Liang-mo,  a 
former  morale  officer  in  the  Chinese  army, 
talked  to  the  student  body  on  behalf  of 
United  China  Relief.  He  spoke  briefly  of  the 
great  achievement  of  the  Chinese  students 
in  moving  their  colleges  and  universities  in- 
land for  more  than  two  thousand  miles.  Mr. 
Liu  stressed  particularly  in  his  talk  the 
need  for  a  greater  understanding  and  friend- 
ship between  America  and  Asia.

HOCKEY  CONFERENCE 


Hall   Cushman    Elected    President  for 

1944 


Mr.  Sager,  director  of  the  glee  club,  has 
announced  the  election  of  J.  Hall  Cushman 
of  Old  Bennington,  Vermont,  as  president 
of  the  organization  for  1944. 

The  glee  club  has  been  working  since  the 
beginning  of  the  fall  term  in  preparation  for 
the  series  of  concerts  to  be  given  this  year. 
At  present,  four  appearances  have  been  ar- 
ranged, the  first  of  which  is  to  be  a  concert 
at  Danvers  High  School  on  February  25th. 
The  only  other  concert  during  the  winter 
term  will  be  a  joint  program  with  Abbot 
Academy  at  Andover  on  Saturday,  the 
fourth  of  March. 

There  will  be  joint  concerts  with  Brad- 
ford Junior  College  and  Walnut  Hill  School 
after  the  spring  vacation,  the  former  taking 
place  at  Governor  Dummer  April  fifteenth 
and  the  latter  at  Walnut  Hill  a  week  later. 
It  is  possible  that  other  concerts  may  be 
added  to  the  above  schedule. 

Among  the  songs  which  the  club  is  pre- 
senting is  The  Great  Armored  Corps.  This 
song  is  unique  in  that  it  was  written  by  Mrs. 
Patton,  wife  of  Lieutenant  General  George 
Smith  Patton,  Jr.,  in  command  of  the  Sev- 
enth American  Army  in  the  Mediterranean 
Area,  and  presented  to  the  Governor  Dum- 
mer Glee  Club.  At  the  present  time,  the 
club  owns  the  only  copies  of  the  song  in 
existence.  Other  numbers  which  will  appear 
on  the  season's  program  include  Miserere 
by  Allegri,  Divine  Praise  by  Bortnianski, 
Let  Us  Now  Praise  Famous  Men  by  Vaugh- 
an  Williams,  Casey  Jones,  arranged  by 
Lawton,  Musical  Trust  by  Clokey,  choruses 
from  Princess  Ida  by  Sullivan,  Stenka 
Razin,  a  Russian  folk  song,  Faure's  Requiem 
Mass,  and  the  Finale  from  Pirates  of  Pen- 
zance by  Sullivan.

Governor  Dummer  participated  again 
this  year  in  the  annual  Private  School 
Hockey  Conference  held  December  29-

other  participating  schools  were  Belmont 
Hill,  Middlesex,  Milton,  Noble  and  Green- 
ough,  Rivers,  St.  Mark's,  and  Thayer. 

The  Governors  were  defeated  by  St. 
Mark's  and  Milton,  but  defeated  Rivers  to 
end  up  in  a  three-way  tie  for  third  place  in 
the 'final  standing. 

The  score  of  the  Milton  game  was  9-2. 
Governor  Dummer  opened  with  a  quick 
goal  when  Withington  scored  on  a  pass  from 
Young.  Milton  tied  it  up  and  added  another 
before  the  period  ended,  but  the  Governors 
nevertheless  were  playing  excellent  hockey. 
In  the  second  period,  the  team  let  down 
and  Milton  scored  four  times  to  clinch  the 
game.  Young  scored  in  the  third  period  and 
the  team  played  better  hockey,  but  the 
Milton    lead   was   too   much   to   overcome. 

St.  Mark's  provided  the  opposition  on  the 
following  day  and  having  jumped  into  a 
quick  lead,  they  were  never  headed.  The 
final  score  was  7-1.  \  oung  scored  the  only 
goal  and  the  Governors  did  not  play  the 
hockey  they  were  capable  of  playing. 

The  team  did  manage  to  garner  a  win 
from  Rivers  in  the  final  game,  7-0,  and  at 
last  found  the  scoring  punch.  Young  scored 
three,  Withington  two,  Fish  one,  and  Brown 
one,  to  complete  the  points  for  the  Gover- 
nors. Ben  Pearson  turned  in  a  well  earned 
shut-out  and  the  whole  team  played  well.

As  boys  come  and  go  at  Governor  Dum- 
mer year  after  year,  it  is  rare  that  one  of 
them  stops  to  think  of  what  an  important. 
and  also  what  a  difficult,  position  Miss 
Kaye  has  in  running  the  infirmary.  Her 
task  of  keeping  the  school  healthy  and  on 
its  feet  keeps  her  busy  and  on  duty  all  day 
and  sometimes  most  of  the  night.  V\  henever 
a  boy  feels  a  cold  coming  on.  has  a  headache, 
or  wants  some  figment  of  his  imagination 
treated,  he  hurries  to  the  disDensarv.  Look-

ing  after  these  boys  alone  would  be  enough 
for  any  one  person.  For  example,  last  year 
Miss  Kaye  received  4.667  such  calls.  In 
addition,  she  takes  care  of  the  boys  who 
are  confined  to  their  beds  and  does  much  of 
the  taping  for  the  athletic  teams. 

In  times  like  these  it  is.  of  course,  difficult 
to  obtain  many  needed  medical  supplies, 
but  Miss  Kaye  has  very  effective  treat- 
ments of  her  own.  ones  which  are  of  the 
"never  fail"  variety.  Many  boys  will  never 
forget  having  their  throats  painted  with 
mercurochrome  and  the  quick  relief  which 
it  brought,  and  many  others  will  remember 


the  special  way  in  which  a  twisted  knee  or 
ankle  was  taped. 

Miss  Kaye  came  to  Governor  Dummer 
five  years  ago  from  Mount  Allison  Univer- 
sity in  Xew  Brunswick.  The  valuable  ex- 
perience which  she  received  there  plus  her 
years  of  training  at  the  Anna  Jaques  Hos- 
pital in  Xewburyport  and  at  the  Xew  York 
Xursing  and  Child's  Hospital  in  Xew  York 
should  make  us  feel  fortunate  indeed  in 
having  such  a  competent  school  nurse.  For 
her  painstaking  attention  to  duty  and  for 
all  her  little  kindnesses  which  go  far  be- 
yond the  requirements  of  duty.  Miss  Kaye 
deserves  much  more  than  the  hurried  thanks 
which  she  receives  from  the  bovs  as  thev 
leave  the  infirmary.        — W.H.McK..  Jr.

It  was  only  about  two  years  ago  that 
John  was  able  to  begin  practicing  and  to 
begin  paying  off  his  debts.  He  chose  a  re- 
mote seacoast  village  in  Maine,  where  a 
good  doctor  was  really  needed.  Last  April 
he  wrote  me : 

"We  have  had  a  hard  winter.  Last  night 
another  snow  storm — I  hope  our  last.  For 
the  past  month  I  have  had  one  undisturbed 
night's  rest.  This  is  a  wild  territory  and  a 
large  one  to  cover.  I  have  up  to  now  had 
all  and  much  more  than  I  wish  to  do  and 
the  experience  has  been  rich.  It  would  ap- 
pear that  I  shall  be  left  here  for  the  duration 
since  the  medical  situation  is  acute.  I  have 
a  radius  of  twenty  to  thirty  miles  and  an 
island  with  five  hundred  people  and  at  the 
moment  on  the  tail  end  (I  hope)  of  a  grippe 
epidemic.  .  .  .  The  nearest  M.D.  is  twelve 
miles  away  and  he  is  78  years  old." 

As  soon  as  John  1  oung  had  become  es- 
tablished in  practice,  he  sat  down  and  wrote 
me  another  letter: 

"Many  times  since  leaving  Governor

Dummer  Academy,  1  have  thought  of,  and 
have  looked  forward  to,  the  time  when  I 
might  be  able  to  lay  the  groundwork  for  an 
endowment  scholarship  so  that  one  or  more 
of  the  economically  underprivileged  might 
be  helped  toward  a  happier  and  more  useful 
life,  provided  their  mental  calibre  were 
suitable.  I  realize  the  times  are  hard  and 
the  future  insecure  and  uncertain,  but  so 
have  they  always  been,  at  least  for  me  .... 
If  you  have  any  suggestions,  I  would  ap- 
preciate them.  I  feel  that  an  endowment 
scholarship  would  be  preferable  to  my  pay- 
ing back  the  scholarship  I  once  had  because 
it  would  be  permanent." 

Upon  receiving  this  letter,  I  secured  the 
advice  of  a  first-rate  insurance  man  and  I 
wrote  John,  asking  how  much  he  wished  to 
pay  into  the  fund.  He  replied: 

"The  type  of  fund  as  outlined  by  Mr.  M. 
is,  of  course,  exactly  what  I  had  in  mind  .... 
It  seems  to  me  that  if  one  is  going  to  start  a 
fund,  it  should  be  made  permanent.  The 
amount  that  I  shall  be  able  to  contribute  to 
such  a  fund  is  only  limited  by  my  salary. 
The  amount  at  the  moment  would  be  about 
one  thousand  to  fifteen  hundred  annually  .  .  . 
We  might  enlist  the  help  of  a  few  other 
alumni  ....  I  should  like  to  hear  further  on 
what  the  possibilities  are  concerning  the 
alumni.  ...  I  hope  that  this  may  be  the 
nucleus  of  something  worthwhile  for  the 
school.  Certainly  I  shall  do  my  part." 

The  result  is  that  last  summer  John 
Young  purchased  in  the  name  of  the  school 
a  ten-year  endowment  insurance  policy.  Be- 
ginning last  May,  John  has  been  paying 
$100  each  month  (i.e.,  at  the  rate  of  $1,200 
per  year)  and  he  intends  to  continue  these 
payments  for  ten  years  in  order  to  establish 
a  Scholarship  Fund  of  approximately 
$12,000,  the  income  of  which  will  become 
available  to  the  school  after  ten  years  and 
will  be  used  to  provide  scholarship  aid  to 
deserving  boys  who  could  not  otherwise  at- 
tend Governor  Dummer. 

John  has  expressed  the  hope  that  other 
alumni  or  friends  of  the  school  might  want 
to  increase  the  size  of  this  Fund  and  so  it 
has  been  set  up  in  such  a  way  that  anyone 
who  wishes  may  add  to  it,  either  by  out- 
right gift  or  by  regular  monthly  or  annual 
payments. 

I  think  this  is  one  of  the  most  generous 


gifts  the  school  has  ever  received,  especially 
when  it  is  considered  that  John  has  no  in- 
come except  what  he  earns  and  that  the 
community  in  which  he  is  practicing  is  far 
from  a  wealthy  one.  I  think  it  is  a  generous 
gift,  too,  because  of  the  spirit  in  which  it  was 
given.  Only  recently  John  wrote  me: 

"I  feel  very  deeply  about  this  fund.  It  is 
something  to  shoot  for — something  beyond 
me — something  greater  and  finer  than  my- 
self. Something  that  I  can  think  and  dream 
about.  The  idea  of  helping  someone  along 
the  way  has  always  held  a  great  appeal  for 
me  and  in  a  small  way  will  repay  in  some 
measure  the  thousand  lifts  given  me  as  I 
struggled  through." 

But  it  is  not  John's  gift,  nor  even  the 
spirit  in  which  he  is  giving  it,  which  is  going 
to  mean  the  most  to  his  school.  Instead  it  is 
the  story  of  John's  life,  and  the  spirit  in 
which  he  is  living  it,  which  will  provide  an 
even  deeper  source  of  help  and  inspiration  to 
generations  of  Governor  Dummer  boys.

Grant  us  grace  not  to  forget  the  dead  but  to  pay  them  the  perfect 
tribute  in  renewed  service  to  the  living.  Grant  us  strength  to  build 
a  new  and  better  world  that  these  dead  shall  not  have  died,  nor  the 
living  have  survived,  in  vain.

Frederic  C.  Ambrose,  class  of  1908.  served  as  chief  warrant  officer  in  the  Thir- 
teenth Infantry.  He  was  reported  "missing  in  action"  after  the  fall  of  Bataan  in 
April,  1942.  In  July    1943,  he  died  in  a  Japanese  prison. 

Robert  T.  Phillips,  class  of  1919,  was  a  major  in  the  Army  Medical  Corps  at 
Bataan.  In  June,  1943,  he  died  in  a  Japanese  prison. 

George  A.  Stanley,  Jr.,  class  of  1930.  A  private  in  the  ski  troops,  he  was  killed 
in  action  in  the  North  Pacific  in  August,  1943.  He  was  awarded  the  Purple  Heart. 

Jacob  W.  Bond,  class  of  1933,  was  a  storekeeper  on  board  the  U.S.S.  Quincy.  He 
was  reported  "missing  in  action"  when  that  cruiser  was  sunk  in  the  Pacific  area  on 
August  9,  194  \ 

Hans  Bosenius,  a  German  exchange  student  at  Governor  Dummer  during  the  fall 
term  of  1935.  He  was  killed  while  serving  with  the  German  armed  forces  during  the 
invasion  of  Poland,  September,  1940. 

George  S.  Davis,  class  of  1935.  A  second  lieutenant  in  the  Army  Air  Corps,  he  saw 
service  as  pilot  of  a  dive  bomber  in  the  Philippines.  He  was  reported  "missing  in  ac- 
tion" after  the  fall  of  Bataan,  April,  1942,  and  in  April,  1943,  he  was  reported  a 
prisoner  of  the  Japanese  in  the  Philippines. 

Robert  L.  Hale,  class  of  1936.  A  second  lieutenant  in  the  Army  Air  Corps,  he 
served  as  a  pilot  on  a  B-25  bomber.  He  was  killed  in  action  in  October,  1943,  at 
Rabaul,  New  Britain,  in  the  Southwest  Pacific  area. 

John  W.  Bixby,  class  of  1937.  Pilot  of  a  Flying  Fortress,  he  was  reported  "missing 
in  action"  in  the  South  Pacific  in  December,  1942,  when  he  failed  to  return  from  a 
raid  on  Japan. 

Benjamin  P.  Joy,  class  of  1937,  was  a  captain  in  the  Army  Air  Corps.  He  was  pilot 
of  a  Liberator  bomber  based  in  India,  and  has  been  reported  "missing  in  action" 
since  January  23,  1944  in  the  Asiatic  area.  He  had  been  awarded  the  Air  Medal  and 
the  Distinguished  Flying  Cross,  and  had  received  a  presidential  citation  for  gallantry 
in  action. 

David  S.  Hunter,  class  of  1938.  A  lieutenant  in  the  Army  Air  Corps,  he  served  as 
pilot  and  flight  leader  of  a  fighter  squadron  in  the  Southwest  Pacific  area.  He  was 
reported  "missing  in  action"  on  July  22,  1942. 

Stewart  W.  Munroe,  Jr.,  class  of  1938.  A  lieutenant  in  the  Army  Air  Corps,  he 
had  received  the  Distinguished  Flying  Cross  for  his  part  in  the  Ploesti  raid.  He  was 
reported  "missing  in  action"  in  the  European  area  in  November,  1943.  His  ship, 
"The  Wolf  Wagon,"  a  B-24  Liberator  Bomber,  received  a  direct  hit  in  the  bomb 
bay,  after  the  bombs  had  been  released.  The  pilot  was  able  to  keep  the  ship  under 
control  until  all  the  crew  had  bailed  out,  so  it  is  presumed  that  Lt.  Munroe  is  a  prisoner 
of  war. 

Alden  W.  Learoyd,  class  of  1940.  While  in  training  as  a  private  in  the  Marine 
Corps  at  Quantico,  Virginia,  he  was  accidently  shot,  July,  1942. 

Joseph  C.  Brady,  class  of  1941,  was  a  private  first  class  in  the  infantry.  He  took 
part  in  the  invasion  of  Sicily  and  was  killed  in  Italy,  September,  1943.  He  was 
awarded  the  Purple  Heart. 

\\  illiam  W.  Turner,  a  former  member  of  the  class  of  1941,  served  as  a  private  in 
the  Marine  Corps.  He  was  killed  in  action  on  Guadalcanal  in  the  autumn  of  1942  and 
was  posthumously  awarded  the  Purple  Heart.
